T IS no use harking; the Herald Angels will not 
sing in Germany, except privately, within the four 
walls of any church that likes to listen to them. They 
nave been officially warned that their kind of music 
s not German and has no place in any community 
elebration of “Yule,” that ancient Teutonic festival 
n honor of the sun’s re-growth of power after the 
shortest day. There is no interest in peace on earth, 
ind certainly none in mercy mild, in Germany; only 
n ‘“appeasement,”’ which means the satisfaction or 
pacification of an angry person (or animal) by giving 
nim what he wants. In Italy and Japan, the other 
two Empires nobly associated with Germany in the 
‘romulgation of the new religious cult of the Suprem: 
State, things have not gone quite so far, but they 
lave gone quite far enough. The god of war is defi 
itely enthroned there far above the God of Peace, 
ind all who will not sacrifice to him are silenced and 
put away. Nor are things much better in the rival 
nd equally totalitarian Empire of Russia, where it is 
ot unlawful to speak well of peace but very unlawful 
to pursue it in other than a Stalinite spirit. 


iP WISHING our readers a Merry Christmas, 
therefore, we must not be understood as having it 
mind the state of things in this transitory world, 
vhere so many are in affliction and the outlook for a 
speedy release is not encouraging. The post-wat 
nirage of a universally peaceful, benevolent and 
lappy universe in which every family would have an 
American bathroom, a T model Ford and a church, 
school and movie just around the corner, and would 
lesire nothing further, has vanished. It is now quite 
‘bvious that the world is very evil and the process of 
edeeming it requires much more than a partial and 
aralyzed League of Nations. This is disappointing 
to the Wilsonian optimists of the early ‘twenties, but 
t is no more than was perfectly well known to out 
eligious-minded ancestors of a century ago, who 
managed nevertheless to maintain their cheerfulness 
ind to celebrate the birth of the Savior of the World 
vith great gladness and gratitude. 

That Savior taught us among other things that 
vhat really counts is not the actions of governments 
mut those of individuals; that the tribute money may 
ve Caesar’s but the things of the spirit are God’s 
that it matters nothing that the good man ts inevi 
tably reviled and persecuted and cast into prison, 
wrovided only that he knows himself to be blessed of 
God. We have all been bothering far too much about 
the things that are Caesar’s and are temporal, and 
far too little about the vastly more important things 
that are God’s and are eternal. Let us, not only for 
this holiday week-end but for the whole year that is 
vefore us, shift the emphasis back where it belongs 
Let us search our hearts and make sure that our ow! 
onduct is in accord with the purposes of the Eve) 
asting so far as we can envision them. Let us set 
sur faces against untruth and injustice and cruelty 
ind selfishness, not only in far-off lands, but here at 
ome where we can do something about them. Ws 
shall then have no difficulty, despite the state of the 
world, in havine. and in helping to procure for others

Getting Out of the Empire 


TINHYERE seems to be some difference of opinion 

among the returned delegates to the Institute of 
International Affairs on the question whether Great 
Britain is or is not withholding from the Associated 
Nations of the Commonwealth the one supreme and 
tinal element of sovereignty, the power of making 
var and peace. 

Our contributor, Professor F. R. Scott, made 
t speech last week to a McGill audience which 
ilealt largely with the proposal that Canada should 
oin the Pan-American Union, whose members art 
pledged by a unanimous resolution of 1936 to a 
ommon policy of neutrality. He is reported as sa) 
ng: “If Canada continues to be a member of the 
British Commonwealth it would obviously be dithcult 
for her to remain neutral in a European war 1 
olving Great Britain, and Pan-American neutraltt 
might well be considered by Great Britain to be ¢ 
reach of the essential obligations of Commonwealtt 
membership.” The validity of this statement Is 1 
10 way affected by the question whether he 1s in 
lined to look with favor upon the withdrawal ot 
Canada from the Commonwealth The statement it 
self is an admission, on the part of one of our leading 
iuthorities upon international and = constitutiona 
aw, that there are obligations connected with men 
ership in the Commonwealth, and that an obligatior 
to be at war when Great Britain is at war is likel) 
to be regarded by at least Great Britain as being 
imong them. Professor Scott does not suggest that 
Great Britain would be wrong 

But Mr. C. J. Burchell, K.C., of Halifax 
speech delivered at almost the same time, Was assut 
ng the Halifax Y.M.C.A. that “the United Kingdon 
s not withholding anything from Canada in the 
matter of self-government.”” In support of this state 
ment he quoted the words of one of the leading del 
rates of the United Kingdom to the Sydney Conte 
nee, one whom he believes to express the views ot 
nost, if not all, of his colleagues: “T believe that 
Dominion electorates cannot stop short of assuming 
the same responsibility for peace and war as now 
rests on the shoulders of voters in England, and must 

oner or later decide to notify foreign Powers that 
thev are not committed to war by declarations of wat 
vy or against the British Government.”

T WAS Christmas night of the year 1912, in the

OQ** evening I was sitting in my room in Cheng-

On Going To Australia

O* THURSDAY afternoon of last week Mr. Hep- 
burn had Toronto and probably a large part of 
the Province of Ontario in the hollow of his hand. 
He had made at the Empire Club luncheon a speech 
which set a new standard of persuasiveness even for 
him. The most deeply impressed of his listeners, both 
in the hall and on the air, were saying to themselves 
and to one-another that here was the new Moses, the 
man whom Canada needed to arouse it from its 
apathy, its hopeless acceptance of the mounting mass 
of indebtedness and the declining energy of produc- 
tive enterprise. The least impressed were admitting 
that it was a thousand pities that a man with such 
powers of arousing and leading should be wasting 
them in a futile conflict with a personal enemy in 
another government 

On Friday morning Mr. Hepburn had dissipated 
practically all of this prestige and reduced his public 
stature to its normal dimensions, and his deeply im- 
pressed listeners of the day before were saying to 
themselves and tO one-another that the requisite 
Moses might be Col. Drew or might be Dr. Manion 
or might be Mr. Stevens or Col. Ralston, but was not 
Mr. Hepburn. For Mr. Hepburn had announced that 
he was going to Australia to find out how to reduce 
interest rates from people who have done it. And if 
there is any one thing that a Canadian Moses would 
not do at this juncture, with only four months in 
which to lead the people out of the wilderness before 
the end of the national legislative session, it is to go 
to Australia 


Australia is a Nice Trip 


eee is nothing about Australia, and particu- 
larly about its debt refunding operations (which 
took place several years ago), that Mr. Hepburn 
could not learn right here at home in Canada in a 
fortnight. Most of it could be learned from the in-

Refugees Must Try Elsewhere 


_ I were King 

By virtue of his high office and 
on the assumption that he is an ex- 
ceedingly busy man, a prime minister 
of Canada is protected by half a dozen 
baize doors and secretaries from that 
annoying person who is’ always 
bubbling over with advice to meet all 
occasions. 

In this, the present prime minister 
has been particularly fortunate since 
the Ottawa-Ontario feud has turned 
the spotlight in his direction and that 
of Mr. Hepburn. For Ottawa is full 
of the man who wants to buttonhole 
you on a zero morning in front of a 
tinsel-decked shop window and _ talk 
about Mr. King and his government 
and Mr. Hepburn and his government.

YHAT more natural than that the

N THIS basis of selected immigra- 

tion there is a good deal of cabinet 
sympathy for refugee immigration.

But there are other 
economic considerations which, it is 
believed, are helping to delay the 
decision. Not the least of these is 
the suggestion that Jewish persecution 
in Germany is largely an economic 
move; that Germany is seizing Jew 
ish wealth to help her finances, and 
that if Germany can get away with it 
other nations might follow suit. 

There is more than a suggestion, 
however, that these economic ques- 
tions which justify thought and study 
may be thrown aside or at least used 
only as weapons in the political arena 
So far Mr. King has not committed 
his Government beyond a rather in- 
formal statement that Canada would 
have to do something about the refu- 
gee question. He is believed in the first 
place to be facing a cabinet division 
with the French ministers lined uj 
solidly in opposition and others still 
on the fence. 

Besides discussions at numerous 
council meetings the Government has 
met a strong delegation of Jews from 
Toronto and Montreal.

Mutual Benefit Health and Accident 
Association, of Omaha, Nebraska, 
with Canadian head office at Toronto, 
has been in business since 1910, and 
has been operating in Canada under 
Dominion registry since December 11 
1934. It is regularly licensed in this 
country, and has a deposit with 
the Government at Ottawa of $325,- 
OOO for the protection of Canadian 
policyholders exclusively 

At the end of 1937 its total assets 
in Canada were $247,136.15, while its 
total liabilities in this country 
imounted to $163,683.42, showing a 
surplus here of $83,452.73. Since the 
beginning of the present year it in- 
creased its Government deposit from 
$237,000 to $325,000, thus further in- 
creasing the protection of its Can- 
adian policyholders. All claims are 
readily collectable, and the Associa- 
tion is safe to do business with 

Its premium rates are low for the 
benefits offered. Under its Business 
and Professional Men’s Policy, the 
clause covering total accident disabil- 
ity benefits for life reads: “If such in- 
juries, as described in the insuring
